In the last issue of The Sunkist 
Courier there was printed a ‘'guess” 
on the probable amount of fruit which 
is likely to be shipped through the 
Exchange during the year beginning 
Septem ber I, 1917.

PAR1S. July 25 (by m ail)— Paris as 
one of the world’s grout seaports of 
the future is today m ore than an idle 
dream. 
Ever since the 17th century the idea 
of a seaport Paris has been occasion­ 
ally discussed by learned Frenchmen 
and approved as highly advisable. But 
it has taken the big war to develop 
the plan so that today it is a potent 
possibility. 
The war lias demanded 
the absolute necessity of providing 
Paris with a navigable w aterw ay di­ 
rect to the sea. so th at ocean going 
ships might bring their cargoes into 
dock at the French metropolis. 
The "P aris Seaport" schem e has 
been handed down from generation to 
generation, with additions and modi­ 
fications on palter. 
T hen came the 
great floods of BHO when whole quar­ 
ters of Paris were inundated and traf­ 
fic was suspended for days. 
It was 
then definitely decided that a canal 
system must he built to relieve the 
main stream in case of new floods and 
the idea of widening and deepening 
the Sein was also considered. 
Today the Prefect of the Seine lias 
issued circulars to tile municipal ail 
thorities, outlining a definite and now 
scheme for rendering the Seine navi­ 
gable for shipping from Paris to Rou­ 
en and proposing that a port be built

So Says W. E. Talbert of the 
State Taxpayers 
Association 


SAN FRANCISCO. Aug. 17 —T hat 
bad organization m ay be tile cause of 
wholesale waste and inefficiency, and 
that tile fundamental structure of tile 
present state school system Is bad, 
are statem ents made in an article by 
Wilford E. Talbert of the Bureau of 
Educational Investigation of the Tax 
payers’ Association of California in 
the monthly Journal of that organiza­ 
tion. 
Talbert says that school costs have 
been doubling every seven years and 
that lie thinks defective organization 
is largely responsible. 
Among the specific statem ents in 
the article are the following: 
“ Persons having only the general 
qualifications of good politicians may 
freely override the opinions of trained 
specialists 
because 
their 
election 
gives them the power to do so.” 
“ From top to bottom our school sys­ 
tem is bound together almost solely 
by powers and duties and kept from 
falling apart by limitations 
of 
tin* 
sam e.” 
“ In case of friction in the school or­ 
ganization. authority rather than rea 
son or rigid is the basis of settlement 
for all disputes, and for the determ in­ 
ation of all policies.” 
“The authoritative system, by its 
very nature stifles growth 
and 
im­ 
provement. The p e o p le w ho do things 
under this system are not the ones 
in authority, and to attempt to m ake 
suggestions to one’s superiors is us­ 
ually an invitation to 
tile 
political 
axe.” 
To prevent these and other 
evils 
mentioned in the article it is recom ­ 
mended that the whole system be re 
organized along functional lines with 
specialists in charge of each function 
and with scientific investigation as a 
basis for adm inistrative policies. 
Talbert says he believes that sue Ii a 
reorganization 
would 
receive 
the 
hearty support of educators, since it 
puts the emphasis on the aims of edu­ 
cation rather than on the authority of 
the office holder, and, 
furtherm ore, 
that it would save many thousands of 
dollars of waste annually to the tax­ 
payers.

years these gypsy 
settlements

responsibilities of citizenship, sending 
their children to school, tilling the soil.

The work of selection falls upon a 
corps of confidential clerks, who o p e n , 
the letters and give them a first read-, 
ing. 
Then they are carefully sorted 
Many of them are simply recommend­ 
ations for office. 
These, after emir-' 
teous acknowledgment, 
are 
referred 
to the proper departm ents and placed 
on tile until the m atter can be taken 
up for consideration. 
Hundreds of tile missives are purely 
formal, 
or 
contain 
impossible 
re 
quests. 
These are immediately an s­ 
wered by the staff, and signed by the I 


president's assistant secretaries. 
Such comm unications a s the pres­ 
ident ought to see are clearly briefed 
that is, a slip is pinned at the top 
of each letter, and on this 
a 
type­ 
w ritten synopsis of its contents, tell­ 
ing who the writer is and wiiat he has 
to present. 
Frequently the president 
is sufficiently interested by the brief 
to cause him to read the whole letter. 
Sometimes the communication is re ­ 
ferred to a cabinet officer, in which 
case the slip is retained at the W hite 
House and filed. 
Requests for charity 
are 
contin­ 
ually c u r i n g in. 
These, however, are 
sent to a different departm ent, which 
goes fully into each case before re ­ 
plying. 
When a la rg e num ber 
of 
persons 
write on the sam e subject the letters 
are bunched, and the brief at the top 
gives the nam es of those who present 
one argument, and on another list are 
given the names of the persons who 
offer a different view.

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I RIDGE IS

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IX 
THE FIELD, July IO.—(By Mail.)— 
Vimy Ridge is covered with flowers. 
A few weeks ago I watched this hill 
explode and blaze like the 
Day 
of 
Judgment while the Canadians with 
their artillery and mines turned it 
into a seething, boiling mound of fire. 
Today Old Lady Nature 
has 
com­ 
pleted her miracle. 
Vimy Ridge k* 
green, 
ripples, cowslips, cornflowers, 
purple thistle-raops, daisies and be­ 
lated speedwells dash the gory battle­ 
field with color, while rank grass hide** 
the smaller shell-craterB. But one ex­ 
planation is possible for this change, 
for all manner of vegetation and seed 
were burned to ashes and buried many 
feet deep in the mud during the storm­ 
ing of Vimy’ri heights in April. Nature 
has worked some wonder as if i sham­ 
ed of the ugly hill and wanted tr cover 


it over and hide it out of sight. 
Vimy Ridge runs from Just west of 
Lens almost due south towards Arran. 
Notre Dame de Loretto is 
a 
great 
ridge running generally east and west, 
the eastern slopes ending 
west 
of 
Leus where Vimy begin*. 
From the top of Notre Dame Lens 
can be plainly seen about four miles 
away. 
The whole flat plain 
to 
the 
north and northeast, is dominated by 
this great hill. 
It also dominates the 
south and west. Small wonder the two 
ridges were ordered by the German 
high command to be held at all costs, 
for so long as they were held the Brit­ 
ish and French were powerless from 
Arras to Ypres. 
So the French stormed Notre Dame 
and won it. 
The whole 
ridge 
was 
drenched in blood, the 
ground 
was 
shattered, and it seemed that this spot 
would ever be barred of the slightest 
growing thing. 
Today I found flowers everywhere. 
At timet* grass reached almost to my 
waist. 
I stumbled 
into 
abandoned 
trenches 
and 
comparatively 
recent 
shell-holes now hidden under vegeta­ 
tion. 
Now and then one tripped over 
concealed entanglements of 
barbed 
wire, or kicked a skull accidentally 
with the toe of one'fe boot, or trod 
on some forgotten soldier’s pack, or 
rifle or bayonet. 
Under rank growths 
of daisied one comes across strips of 
German 
uniforms 
with 
whitening 
bones lying about, and German boots 
with everything from the knee down 
still In them. 
Canteens, battered and 


pierced; iron-ration tins; hand gren­ 
ades, shrapnel cases, cartridge clips, 
unexploded 
sheik*, 
all 
manner 
of 
equipment are still there—only they 
are now hidden under a tangle of wild 
flowers.
